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Assailant Arrested 
On Assault Charges 

While his chum, charged 
with striking him a blow that 
may be fatal, paced nervously 
in a county jail cell, Charles 
Osborne, Placentia youth, was 
sinking toward death in coun¬ 
ty hospital today as an un¬ 
ceasing flow of blood contin¬ 
ued to sap his strength. 

Osborne lost his right eye yes¬ 
terday as the result of a fight 
nearly two weeks ago. Making 
the injury even more dangerous 
is the fact that he is a victim of 
hemophilia, blood deficiency that 
will not permit clots to form and 
thus heal his wounds. 

Douglas Strickland, 19, 1317 

Pico street, Fullerton, a long-time 
friend of the stricken youth, was 
arrested meanwhile on an Ana¬ 
heim justice court warrant charg¬ 
ing an assault "likely to produce 
great bodily injury.” 

Osborne declined to sign a com¬ 
plaint against Strickland. He is 
reported to have admitted striking 
Strickland first during a scuffle 
in the Anaheim city park April 14. 
When the injury became compli¬ 
cated by the hemophilia and after 
it was apparent Osborne’s eye 
would have to be removed, how¬ 
ever, Deputy Dist. Atty. Warren 
Shutz issued the complaint against 
Strickland. 

The Fullerton boy will be held 
pending a change in Osborne’s con¬ 
dition.

Admits Asking Money 
For Illegal Operation 

Ernest Brown, 40-year-old San¬ 
ta Ana painter, today had admit¬ 
ted demanding $25 from a Mexi¬ 
can for an illegal operation on 
Mrs. Brown. 

Brown, former San Quentin and 
Folsom convict who lives at 935 
West Bishop street, made the ad¬ 
mission as he was arraigned be¬ 
fore Justice Kenneth Morirson 
last night on charges of assault 
with a deadly weapon. 

He accused Allen Herrera, Lem¬ 
on Heights ranch hand, of being 
responsible for Mrs. Brown's con¬ 
dition, and said he went to a 
Fourth street cafe Sunday night 
to demand $25 for the operation. 
He denied use of a pistol, as 
charged by Herrera. 

Preliminary hearing on the as¬ 
sault charge was set for May 3. 
Brown was arrested by Deputy 
Sheriff G. F. McKelvey and Depu¬ 
ty Dist. Atty. Robert Gardner yes¬ 
terday. 

Herrera called police after the 
alleged assault, but officers failed 
to find a weapon on Brown and 
released him. Herrera obtained a 
complaint yesterday from Deputy 
Dist. Atty. Harold McCabe. Brown 
is held under $1500 bail. 

The defendant said he served 
eight years in San Quentin and 
Folsom. Records showed he got 
probation on burglary charges in 
1926, then was sentenced to San 
Quentin a year later when he was 
accused of writing fictitious 
checks. He said he escaped from 
a San Quentin road camp, was 
captured and sent to Folsom. 

Brown’s court' career began 
when he was 15, charged with 
stealing an automobile.

Tea Raise Approved 

LONDON. UP)—'The British 
government jolted the nation 
today by boosting the income 
tax from 25 per cent to 27'/^ 
per cent to help pay the costs 
of the staggering rearma¬ 
ment program. 

Sir John Simon, chancellor of 
the exchequer, in hLs annual budg¬ 
et speech before a shocked house 
of commons, announced the income 
tax would be raised from five 
shillings in the pound to five 
shillings sixpence (from $1.25 to 
$1.37 in $5.00). 

Presenting the budget bill for 
the 1938-39 fiscal year (beginning 
April 1), Sir John announced the 
government’s total needs as 944,-' 
3,98.000 pounds ($4,721,990,000, an! 
increase of 81,500,000 pounds 
($407,500,000) over the previous 
ycai 

The chancellor also announced 
an increase in the duties on tea^ 
and oil. The higher tax on tea 
will reach into the pocketbook of 
virtually every family in the land, 
rich or poor. The higher income 
and oil taxes also will hit most 
of them. 

Simon dropped several other i 
bombshells, including the disclos¬ 
ure that the government secretly 
purchased early this year huge 
stocks of wheat, sugar and whale 
oil, sufficient to last through “the 
early months’’ of a possible war. 

The chancellor presented the na¬ 
tion with the largest peacetime 
budget in its history. 

The blow of the income tax 
boost was softened somewhat by

Payments on federal social se¬ 
curity contributions may be larger 
in years to come than the gov¬ 
ernment has promised, Robert Lid¬ 
dell, chief of the social security 
tax division for Southern Cali¬ 
fornia, told members of the Santa 
Ana Democratic club last night. 
During the session, delegates to 
Ihe convention this summer at 
Seattle, were named. 

Liddell related that as contribu¬ 
tions accumulate to the social se¬ 
curity fund the time will prob¬ 
ably arrive when the government 
can either pay out more than it is 
now promising, or perhaps the 
minimum age limit to which per¬ 
sons are eligible for the assist¬ 
ance may be lowered. 

He said that payments are al¬ 
ready being made. An effort is 
underway to place all farm work¬ 
ers under the act. Small busi¬ 
ness men, wishing to make con¬ 
tributions to the fund for them-, 
selves, may now do so, he said.

WASHINGTON. (A*) —- Nathan 
Straus, administrator of the Uni¬ 
ted States housing authority, ear¬ 
marked an additional $55,000,000 
of federal funds today for 19 cit¬ 
ies, increasing to $310,998,000 the 
total funds now set aside for slum 
clearance and low-rent housing. 

The earmarking included the 
following new participants: 

San Francisco, $15,000,000; Bill¬ 
ings, Mont., $270,000. 

Straus said that if demands of 
local housing authorities for ear- 
markings continue at the present 
rate, the entire $500,000,000 now 
available should be exhausted by 
June 1. 

President Roosevelt has asked 
congress for an additional $300,- 
000,000 for the housing authority.

1930. 

Her head is shaved. She wears 
crude sandals on her feet and 
cloaks herself in the regulation 
robe and cowl of the order.

“If man can learn to 
live at peace with his brother, then 
will true civilization have set in.

France (at the 
Spanish Frontier). (TPt—The in¬ 
surgents reported a general ad¬ 
vance today all along the coastal 
battlefront from Albocacer to Al¬ 
cala de Chivert after ‘'pulverizing" 
government defenses with artillery 
fire and bombardment. 

Dispatches said the insurgent 
offensive pushed toward Castellon 
de La Plana, important Mediter¬ 
ranean seaport 25 miles to the 
south, despite government counter¬ 
attacks yesterday. Although ex¬ 
act details of the gains were not 
given, insurgent officers predicted 
"continued success." 

The government, however, de¬ 
clared its counterattacks had bro¬ 
ken the insuregnt lines in the cen¬ 
ter of the Albocacer - Alcala de 
Chivert line and that insurgent 
troops had been driven back in 
disorder.

PARIS. UP )—Premier Edouard Daladier put the final touches to¬ 
day to his plans for Anglo-French military and diplomatic co-opera¬ 
tion intended to isolate Germany and thwart her dream of a middle 
European empire.

WASHINGTON. (.Pi—The ad¬ 
ministration faced a difficult 
choice today as the British air 
mission in the capital began an in¬ 
spection leading to the probable 
purchase of hundreds of war¬ 
planes.

1. Permit the British to pur¬ 
chase all the warplanes they want 
and run the risk of creating a psy¬ 
chological situation such as ex¬ 
isted in 1915 and 1916, when the 
United States was furnishing Brit¬ 
ain and France with war mate¬ 
rials. 

2. Refuse to issue the necessary 
permits and conceivably lose mil¬ 
lions of dollars of business for 
American merchants at a time 
when business is seeking a stimu¬ 
lus. 

Another factor before the war 
department was a decision whether 
to permit the British to cut into 
the expansion program under 
which the airplane manufacturers 
are supplying new equipment for 
the American army airforce or to 
make the British wait. 

Army officers, on the one hand, 
wanted the airplane manufactur¬ 
ers to get increased business which 
would enable them to run their 
plants continuously. Officers said 
the manufacturers generally just 
broke even on intermittent army 
orders and made a good profit by 
selling the same types of planes 
later to export clients.

WASHINGTON.—Radium pois¬ 
oning tragedies, that have created 
sensations in the news recently, 
have been paralleled in experi¬ 
ments on rats, as a means toward 
better understanding of the hu¬ 
man cases and their more effec¬ 
tual prevention. The researches, 
conducted at the Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology, were des¬ 
cribed here this morning by Drs. 
Robley D. Evans and Robert S. 
Harris before the meeting of the 
National Academy of Science. 

The two scientists fed young 
rats three different amounts of 
radium chloride in daily doses of 
20, 35, and 70 millionths of a 

gram, respectively. The rats got 
rid of most of this by excretion— 
at the highest dosage levels 98 to 
99 per cent of it. Yet the small 
amount remaining proved fatal. 

Their growth appeared normal, 
yet after a short time the bones 
became very fragile, so that they 
would break when the rats were 
picked up and handled in the or¬ 
dinary manner. After fifteen 
months they developed osteogenic 
carcoma (bone cancer) that close¬ 
ly resembled the bone ailment in 
radium paint workers who had 
been exposed for from ten to fif¬ 
teen years. 

Rats seem to be much more re¬ 
sistant to radium poisoning than 
human beings. Dr. Evans stated 
that the average concentration of 
the element in their skeletons was 
several hundred times greater 
than the concentration required to 
produce osteogenic sarcoma in 
man.

Then specially built micro¬ 
film equipment was installed to 
photograph the old Census rec¬ 
ords which would otherwise be de¬ 
stroyed by constant handling.

One of the leaders and an out¬ 
standing designer is William Man- 
ker, who has his own kilns and 
shop at Padua hils nlear Clare¬ 
mont. 

His teaching at Scripps (he Is 
professor of ceramic) was pref¬ 
aced by a long, and thorough ap¬ 
prenticeship at Bachelder Tile 
works in Los Angeles. 

He comes from a line of crafts¬ 
men, his grandfather having been 
a millwright, his father a cabinet 
maker of excellent ability. 

He has studied with Tolies 
Chamberlain, frankly states that 
the philosophy underlying his 
work comes from Dr. Alexander 
(also of Scripps college). 

Manker has been criticized for 
building up a solid shape upon 
wheel, making mouls from it, and 
taking his finished product from 
the mould rather than making 
each piece from the “coil.” 

His critics say this is neither 
honest nor functional. 

Were they to watch, as I have, 
the “creation” of a Manker bowl 
from first sketch to finished piece, 
I do not think they would hold 
this tenet. 

Manker works fast and sure. His 
drawing eliminates experimenta¬ 
tion. 

The philosophy which Dr Alex¬ 
ander has imported to the “Clare¬ 
mont group" is fundamentally in 
the best Chinese tradition. It is 
evident in the work of William 
Manker. 

Strangely, or otherwise, his two 
outstanding pieces in my estima- 
i tion are quite dissimilar. 

One is his great 22-inch bowl 
with a wide rim, a slight, but in¬ 
teresting, break in the curve, and 
footed (as are all his bowls that 
do not have stands). 

The other is the simply and 
timeless egg-shape. In series, or 
alone, it is "the" answer to a 
flower arranger’s prayer. It is 
at once classic, at once modem. 
It is a bowl of many moods. 

Manker bowls arc, mmost with¬ 
out exception, high glaze, for Man¬ 
ker contends (and quite rightly), 

I believe, that high glaze en¬ 
hances, and brings out, the form. 

Feeling the need for ceramic 
figures worthy of his own bowls, 
Manker has lately produced the 
work of Merrell Gage, Kay Finch, 
Jean Goodwin. 

His teaching at Scripps and 
his own work combine to make 
him not only an extremely busy 
man, hut also an Important influ¬ 
ence upon the ceramic develop¬ 
ment of California. 

He is extremely stimulating!

Badminton Stars, Equipped With 
Luminous Sets, Perform in Dark

DETROIT. UP)—And now they’re playing basketball, badminton 
and table tennis in the dark. 

Did we hear a Brooklyn fan say, ‘‘that’s nothing new— the 
Dodgers have played baseball in the dark for years?” 

Well, this is something new. 

With the aid of a “magic* ray,” George Williams college players, 
at the International “Y” championships finals at Olympia stadium, 
will perform in complete darkness. The “Y” finals will be April 30 
in Detroit. 

Hands and feet of the players, as well as goals, goal lines and 
basketballs will be made luminous. 

So the spectators will be able to follow the progress of games 
just as though the games were being played under floodlights. 

The “magic ray” consists of luminous paint. The paint is ap¬ 
plied in total darkness and then is exposed to photo floodlamps for 
one minute just prior to the start of the games. 

The bright lamp activates the paint, resulting in a glowing ef¬ 
fect that remains for 10 minutes when the floodlights arfe with¬ 
drawn. The paint acts by absorbing the bright light and then giv¬ 
ing it off in a dark room. 

The effect in the dark is a glowing effect of bluish green light. 

Three sets of games—badminton, basketball and table tennis— 
will be going on at the same time. 

The badminton will look like a fireworks display. The birds 
will be struck by each player with a special racket to which four 
lighted birds are attacked, so the birds will ap|>ear to be chasing 
each other about. 

In all three games the balls, paddles, racquets and other objects 
of play will be made luminous by the paint. A rim of paint also will 
be applied to shoes of the players.

End This Unfair Privilege 

President Roosevelt’s new drive on the two big tax 
exempt groups in this country deserves a rousing cheer. 

Let us hope that his efforts to abolish the privileges 
of federal and state employes who don’t have to pay 
income tax and of wealthy capitalists who have millions 
stored away in tax-exempt securities does not become 
overwhelmed in the usual Washington dust storm. 

As Westbrook Pegler pointed out in the adjoining 
column last night, there are nearly 5,000,000 public 
employes in the U. S. A. who are exempt from either state 
or federal income tax. 

Many of these, of course, won’t have to pay income 
tax anyhow, since their total intake is not large enough 
to make them taxable. 

But there’s no sound reason why office-holders who 
do make enough to come within the tax collector’s long 
reach should not have to ante up for the expenses of gov¬ 
ernment just the same as any other citizen. 

In fact, there’s a mighty good reason why every per¬ 
son holding a public job should pay a fair share of the 
taxes; that reason is simply to make him realize more 
thoroughly that every dollar spent by the government 
comes in part out of his own pocket. This should encour¬ 
age economy. 

As for tax-exempt securities, every economist knows 
that the great private wealth of the nation is being pulled 
out of taxable brackets and placed into exempt securities 
at a rapid rate. 

According to Business Week, it is estimated that of 
estates of more than $4,000,000, in 1927 the percentage 
in tax-exempt securities was 9.2, in 1931 it was 15.3, and 
in 1935 it was 44 per cent. A huge increase! 

Capital thus withdrawn from productive industry will 
create little new employment and real wealth. 

The practical result of this flow of capital is that 
the extremely rich escape a large share of the taxes which 
they otherwise would have to pay, and the poor or mod¬ 
erately well-to-do have to foot the bill. 

Thus we have our expensive relief and recovery pro¬ 
grams for the benefit of the poor financed to a great 
extent by the poor. Such a situation is contrary to all 
sound principles of progressive taxation, which demands 
that the burden be carried by those best able to bear it. 

Government experts estimate that $155,000,000 addi¬ 
tional revenue per year can be raised by ending tax- 
exemption privileges for future government bonds and 
for government workers. 

President Roosevelt says congress has the power 
to make the change without constitutional amendment. 

Let us hope that he is right, and that this unfair con¬ 
dition can and will be changed promptly. Otherwise the 
$155,000,000 referred to will have to be paid for by the 
average wage earner, instead of by those who now are 
escaping their just share of government expenses.

The Local Spanish War 

We see no reason for any liberty-loving American to 
get excited about the outcome of the miniature Spanish 
war here last week-end. 

The school board was merely attending to its business, 
according to the state code, in barring the Loyalist speak¬ 
ers if it expected a lot of Communist flag waving and 
speech making in the school auditorium. The state code 
says that the taxpayers don’t have to furnish a soapbox 
for anybody. The speakers must furnish their own. 

It happens in this case, of course, that the talks as 
finally given at a friendly church were as mild as a mouse, 
the refugees—two tired, pitiable people—simply begging 
for money to send their wounded countrymen medical care. 

The fact that a Santa Ana audience kicked in nearly 
.$100 is about the best recommendation that can be found 
for their mildness and sincerity. 

Even if the talks had been given in the schoolhouse, 
there was nothing apparently that could have been 
objected to. But hindsight is always better than foresight. 

Despite the ensuing fireworks, we can’t see where 
anyone’s civil rights have been trampled, nor where the 
cornerstone of American liberty has been slandered. And 
that’s that. 

The charge that those Los Angeles officers in 
the bombing case constituted secret political police 
sounds like Russia or Germany. 

What About Diets? 

Americans would be a lot better off if they forgot 
dieting for the next 10 years, says Prof. Howard Haggard 
of Yale university. 

According to the professor, the only real health diet 
is plenty—but not too much—of good food along with 
moderate and regular exercise. Under such conditions, 
he declares, the average human body will adjust itself to 
its normal weight. 

One group of Americans will cheer the professor.

After a tour of all 
our great cities, explaining the 
issues at stake to immense enthu¬ 
siastic crowds, the Loyalist re¬ 
turned to his homeland with 
SI00,000 contributed by the Amer¬ 
ican public to the cause of de¬ 
mocracy.
